He discussed the president's 
statement with ex-Senator Chandler 
and he urced Mr. Chandler to issue a 
statement giving a full history of the 
whole matter. Senator Tillman want- 
ed the fact to go info the newspapers 
that he did not in any way initiate the 
negotiations with the president re- 
garding the Democ.atic support for 
the railroad rate bill and that he did 
not ask Senator Chandler to go to the 
White House. 


Chandler's Statement. 


Washington, May 15—Former Sen- 


ator Chandler refused to discuss the 
statement fjom the White House. He 
indicated that he did not expect to 
issue a statement at this time bearing 
on the subject. He also indicated that 
he was anxious to have railroad rate 
legislation 
enacted. Regarding his 


visits to the White House, Mr. Chan- 
dler said that previous to his invita- 
tion to call to see the president, on 
March 31, h§ had ^ not been at 
the 


White House for about a month, and 
that previous to that invitation he had 
no immediate intention of g6ing tber*. 
He said that he did not go to the 
White house as an emissary of Mr. 
Tillman, but that he went there in re- 
sponge to the president's invitation. 


Reject Rate^AmindmtnU. 


Washington, May 15.—T^e session 


of the senate passed without exciting 
incident and without adoption of _a 
single amendment to the rate bill The 
most characteristic feature of the day 
was the rejection of amendments. 
Among/the provisions thus adversely 
disposed of were several intended to 
fix the liability of railroad companies 
for injury to employes. The presenta- 
tion of provisions intended to accom- 
plish this purpose had the effect of 
bringing out a practically authorita- 
tive statement that the committee on 
interstate commerce will report the 
independent house bill on that subject 
which is now pending before it.

on higher ground th£>n would be piac- 
tical by the old process. By this 
means the new reservoir would gain 
quite a nun'ber of feet in elevation, 
which would consequently increase the 
water pressure.

St. Petersburg, May 15.—Bloodshed 


In various sections of the 
empire 


marked the passing of the Russian 
Mayday. At Warsaw, while 
Police 


Captain Constantinoff was standing in 
the street with two policemen and 
four soldiers a young man threw a 
bomb into the group. The explosion 
literally tore Captain Constantinoff to 
pieces and severely wounded a police- 
man and six other persons. The as- 
sassin tried to escape and, firing his 
revolver, wounded a soldier. The other 
soldiers replied with a volley, killing 
the assassin and two other persons. 
The soldiers then attacked the people 
who had gathered with their bayonets 
and the butts of their guns, wounding 
11 persons, making a total of four 
killed and 19 wounded. The terrorists 
have sought Captain Constantinoff's 
life since Mayday of last year, when 
he ordered the soldiers to fire on a 
procession of Socialists, causing the 
death of 30 persons. 


Admiral Kuzmich, commander of the 


•port, who was very unpopular with 
the workmen, was assassinated here 
by -workmen whose Mayday demon- 
stration he had attempted to stop. The 
admiral was,billed at the new admi- 
ralty works, a government institution. 


News frSm many other towns in the 


provinces states that the workingmen 
mostly ceased work, but that there 
were few disturbances except at Vo- 
logda, where serious rioting occurred. 
Peasants 
stopped 
workmen, who 


forced shops and factories to' close, 
and" shots were fired. An excited 
crowd rushed to the town hall, which" 
was set on fire. M. Loginski, the gov- 
ernor, arriving on the scene, was 
wounded, together with many other 
persons. 


In the lower house, the struggle 


over a draft of the reply to the czar's 
speech has centered mainly on ^t 
agrarian plank, to which the peasant 
members found that the recommenda- 
tion "of the Constitutional Democratic 
convention, though calling for a large 
measure of forced expropriation, was 
not sweeping enough. 
The peasants 


wished the abandonment of most ol 
the limitations and qualifications of 
the right of expropriation. The de 
b'ate on the address Will be protracted, 
probably occupying two days. Besides 
the points of universal amnesty and 
abolishment of the death penalty laid 
down in the instructions of the lower 
house, the document adroitly intro- 
duces the subjects of abolishment of 
the council of the empire and minis- 
terial responsibility.
